The new operation in Belle 
Glade employs 65 peóple in a 
variety of positions. 

Freshly harvested celery is 
washed, trimmed and graded 
before being conveyed to the 
climate-controlled processing 
room. Stainless steel equip- 
ment slices the limbs into 
three-inch sticks. Additional 
grading and.washing is com- 
pleted before the sticks are 
cooled to an appropriate tem- 
perature and loaded'into 1,100 
pound, plastic lined bins. The 
bins are transported into cold 
storage to await shipment. 
From the time’the fresh celery 
is first graded until it's loaded 
into shipping bins, the process 
takes approximately 10 to 15 
minutes. 

DUDA's Belle Glade farm 
and packinghouse employs ap- 
proximately 250 full-time em- 
ployees and up to 1,000 season- 
al and part-time workers dur- 
ing growing and harvesting 
seasons. The farm produces 
row crops including ‘celery, 
radishes, sweet corn, and leaf 
and lettuce varieties, as well as 
sugar cane. The company's 
Florida vegetable sales office is 
also located at the farm.

Belle Glade Fire Department 
to give away 500 smoke 
detectors to homeowners

*- Fire truck sirens go off in the 
night and wake you from a 
sound sleep. You wonder who's 
house is on fire and if everyone 
got out. Then you drift back to 
sleep. 

More house fires happen dur- 
ing the winter months, even in 
mild south Florida, than any 
other time of the year. We hear 
of children and adults dying in 
fires because the^didn't have 
smibke detectors, or the ones 
they had in their homes had 
dead batteries. 

The Belle Glade Fite 
Department wants to give 
away almost 500 smoke detec- 
tors to local families who do not 
have them in their homes. 

“Our desire is to get smoke 
detectors in as many homes as 
possible,” says Belle Glade Fire 
Chief Steve Rice. “We know 
that smoke detectors can save 
lives,” he added. 

In October of 1997, State Fire 
Marshall Bill Nelson launched 
a smoke detector give-away 
statewide. The City of Belle 
Glade received close to 500 
smoke detectors from the cam- 
paign. 7 

Chief Rice said they will be 


given to any family requesting 
them if they do not currently 
have smoke detectors in their 
homes. 

“We especially want to see 
that our elderly and low in- 
come residents have an oppor- 
tunity to get one of these,” said 
Chief Rice. 

Smoke detectors can not be 
installed into apartments be- 
cause they must be hardwired 
into the electric and apartment 
owners are responsible for 
these detectors. 

Personnel from the Belle 
Wade Fire Department will in- 
stall the smoke detectors and 
also perform a complimentary 
home safety survey while at 
the home. 

“If at the present time you do 
have a working smoke detector 
anl would still like to have a 
free home safety survey, please 
call and we will set up an ap- 
pointment for you,” said Lt. 
Donald Hamilton, fire mar- 
shall for the City of Belle 
Glade.

It méans more lives are being 
saved each year. The National 
Weather Service (NWS) бап 
often provide warning lead 
times of 20 minutes or more 
thanks to Doppler radar. 

In the days of conventional 
radar, a tornado warning was 
not issued by the NWS until 
the twister had actually been 
sighted on the ground. In 
many. cases, there was no lead 
time.

The last time you went to the 
grocery store you may have 
purchased some. They are all 
over your house. They're in 
your child's school. They are 
easy to obtain, easy to hide, 
and the easiest way for chil- 
dren and adolescents to "get 
high". Most of us are in the 


dark regarding the popularity’ 


and dangers of inhalant use by 
our children, According to 
national surveys, inhaling dan- 
gerous products is becoming 
one of the most widespread 
problems in the country. It is 
as popular as marijuana with 
young people. More than a mil- 
lion people used inhalants to 
get high, just last year. By the 
time a student reaches the 


eighth grade, one in five will 
have used inhalants. 

Inhalant use refers to the 
intentional breathing of gas or 
vapors with the purpose of 
reaching a high. They are 
legal, everyday products which 
have a useful purpose, but can 
be misused easily. The common 
items include not only the obvi- 
ous spray paint and glue, but 
things like nail polish, type- 
writer correction fluid, felt tip 
markers, air freshener, butane 
and even cooking spray to 
name a few. Statistics show 
that young, white males have 
the highest usage rates, with 
Hispanic and Native American 
populations coming in second 
and third.

Effects of heat and cold on

Pain and muscle spasm are 
common responses to injury. 
Tendons and ligaments are 
kinds of tissue that connect 
muscles and bones to each 
other and to other tissues. The 
basic building material of mus- 
cles, tendons, and ligaments is 
a protein called collagen. 
Under normal conditions colla- 
gen ‘acts like a rubber band; it 
stretches when tension is 
applied (as when we pull a 
rubber band) and returns to its 
normal length when tension is 
released. When collagen is 
stretched to far, it tears. In 
this tearing process, blood ves- 
sels are torn and blood cells 
and fluid escape into the 
spaces among the muscle 
fibers. This damage is visible 
on the surface-óf the skin as‘a 
swollen, bruiséd area. 

Heat as you would expect; 
increases the elasticity, or 
"stretchability", of collagen. 
When heat is applied, the mus- 
cles, tendons, or ligaments 
relax in that part of the body 
and are more able to be 
stretched by exercise. Moving 
the affected area is easier. 
Heat seems to be able to 
reduce pain, although the way 
in. which heat works on pain 
receptors is not well under- 
stood. Muscle spasms also 
decrease or disappear. 

Unfortunately, heat therapy 
can have serious drawbacks for 
an acute injury. Heat increases 
the metabolism of the cells in 
the area that is being heated. 
This means the cells use more 
oxygen and produce more prod- 
ucts of metabolism. The result 
is increased blood flow to the 
area to bring oxygen and 
remove byproducts. The 
irfcrease in blood flow to the 
site of an acute injury causes 


more blood cells and fluid to · 


escape into the spaces among 
the muscle fibers, which may

conduct impulses. It may also 
reduce pain by "countering" 
the injury. For example, you 
might counter the pain of a 
sore tooth by pinching yourself 
hard on the leg. 

Just as heat increases the 
activity of-the cells, -cold 
decreases it. This decreased 
activity and blood flow reduces 
swelling and internal bleeding 
at the site of an acute injury. 
Cooling the deep tissues also 
reduces muscle spasms by 
reducing the muscle's ability to 
maintain a cohtraction. 

In general, use ice for acute 
injuries and avoid heat. Col: 
therapy should be used exclu- 
sively in the first two dàys 


‘after injury. In addition to ice, 


rest, compression, and eleva-_ 
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tion of the injured area (RICE- 
Rest, Ice, ‘Compression, 
Elevation) is appropriate. Ice 
can be continued fór up to four 
weeks if swelling remains a 
problem. 

Cold therapy should not be 
used on persons who (1) have 
circulation problems, (2) are 
unconscious, (3) are unable to 
respond or cannot feel cold, or 
(4) are allergic to cold. 

Heat can be used in the 
repair stage of an injury to 
build new tissue and regain 
flexibility (repair stage is 
between five days and six 
weeks after the injury). It can 
also be used to relieve the 
chronic pain associated with 
arthritis. 

Heat should not be used in 
an.acute injury or where dis- 
coloration or swelling is pre- 


-sentiilt should not be applied 


to a person who has trouble 
feeling heat or on infants or 
very elderly persons.

Mike Lyons Weather 


It was one of the most 
thoughtful gifts I have ever 
received, And it came from a 
total stranger. 

I've never met Ann Kinney of 
Jupiter but she knows me, 
since she watches my weather 
broadcasts each night. She has 
heard me describe cold fronts, 
hurricanes and Doppler radar. 

"We watch your weather and 
hear you talk about Doppler 
radar,” she said in a letter to 
me. “While in Austria, I pur- 
chased these stamps celebrat- 
ing 150 years of Doppler's dis- 
coveries. Thought it might be 
‘of interest to you." 

Enclosed in the envelope 
were two stamps bearing the 
‘image of Jahre:C. Doppler - the 
‘most famous man you never 


heard of. 

His name is spoken every 
day by thousands of people and 
his discoveries save hundreds 
of lives each year, yet, most 
people no very little about this 
19th century Austrian physi- 
cist. 

Jahre C. Doppler didn't 
invent the Doppler radar but 
he did discover something 
called the “Doppler shift,” the 
basic principle behind today’ 
sophisticated Doppler radars. 

The best way to understand 
the Doppler shift is to imagine 
yourself at a train station 
Suddenly, you hear the whistle 
of the oncoming train, which 
gets progressively higher in 
pitch as it approaches and sud- 
denly gets lower after it pass- 
es. 

The Doppler shift is the fre- 
quency of a sound, light or 
microwave energy that reaches 
a receiver and then changes 
when the source of the energy 
and the receiver are in relative 
motion to one another. 

Doppler radars bounce 
microwaves off raindrops or ice 
crystals, and by measuring the 
difference between the trans- 
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mitted and received frequen- 
cies, the radar can calculate 
the speed of the air in which 


the rain drops are embedded 
Conventional radars can 
only detect the intensities of 


rain or snow, while the 
Doppler radar can measure the 
speed ofthe wind. And it is the 
wind that can cause big prob- 


lems. 

Today's Doppler radars are 
sensitive enough to actually 
detect a tornado as it begins to 


frequently 
nado warnings ba

re for the twister. 


Weather Service (NWS) can 
often provide warning lead 
times of 20 minutes or more 
thanks to Doppler radar.

Kinney thanking her for her 
kindness and for the stamps of 
Jahre C. Doppler. I told her 
that I would frame the stamps 
and hang then in a place of 
honor. The stamps are now 
located directly over the con- 
trols of my-Doppler radar.

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Survey finds shoplifting and 
employee theft cost retailers billions

The nation's retailers lost an 
estimated $25.7 billion last 
year from employee theft, 
shoplifting, administrative 
error and vendor fraud, accord- 
ing to the seventh annual 
National Rétail Security Sur- 
vey. The survey of retail securi- 
ty executives by researchers at 
the University of Florida was 
released in December. — .. 

The losses, known. as inven- 
tory shrinkage, were 1.77, per- 
cent of total 1996 retail sales, 
down slightly from the year 
before, according to the survey. 
Employee theft made up 41.4 
percent of the total losses, 
shoplifting 35.1 percent, 
administrative error 17.6 per- 
cent and vendor fraud 5.9 per- 
cent. 

With more than three-quar- 
ters of the losses coming from 
employee theft and shoplifting, 
sufvey respondents said hi- 
tech electronic systems to mon- 
itor employees and егсһап- 
dise were more likely to be 
used in the coming year. 


“The survey respondents” 


tended to show greatest inter- 
est in the newer, more techno- 
logically advanced alterna- 
tives,” said Richard C:

"This process, called source 
tagging, is one of the fastest 
growing areas of retail securi- 
ty," said Mr. Ryan. 

Although observation mir- 
rors, cables, locks and chains, 
and armed security guards still 
were among the most common 
deterrent strategies, they`also 
were among those most likely 
to see decreased usage in the 
next year, the survey said. 

One of the most.dramatic 
findings of the survey was a-42 
percent increase in the number 
of empty packaging found on 
shelves, from 893.6 to 1,270 
empty boxes per $100 million 
sales. For example, a large dis- 
counter with $34 billion in 
annual sales could have as 
many as 431,800 empty pack- 
ages found in its stores in a 
year's time. 

Mr. Ryan sdid the increase in 
empty boxes was evidence of 
shoplifters' increasing efforts. 
to defeat anti-shoplifting labels 
applied to the outside of pack- 
ages that sound alarms if 
removed from the store with- 
out being deactivated.

* Some of the highest losses 
were reported for books, cards, 
gifts and novelties, as well as 
toys and hobbies, while some of 
the lowest were reported for 
furniture, optical items and 
consumer electronics. 

* Above-average losses were 
reported in women’s apparel, 
while below-average losses 
were.reported in men's appar- 
el. 

* Retailers reported appre- 
hending'an average of 256 
shoplifters per $100 million in 
sales but only 32.8'employee 
theft apprehensions per $100 
million; d 

* Retailers lost an average of 
$172.28 per shoplifting inci- 
dent, compared with $9119.29 
per employee theft incident. 

* Retailers were nearly nine 
times more likely to seek pros- 
ecution of shoplifters (109 
prosecutions per $100 million 
in sales) than cases of employ- 
ee theft (12.5 prosecutions- per

While the good 
news is that Congress this year authorized the 
release of-excess toll revenues for use on the 
project, the'bad news is that the tolls may only 
amount to $24 million through the year 2016 
instead of the $60.million originally estimated. 
The water management district has also made 
substantial adjustments, well: beyond the leg- 
islatively-adopted Conceptual Design Docu- 
ment, to the design for STAs 5 and 6. This has 
required the purchase of 2000 additional acres 
of land and is driving up the cost of the project 
and adding to the District's cash flow problem. 


* In addition to funding, it is also unclear how a 


recently issued US Army Corp of Engineers 
permit will impact the project. The terms of this 
permit could be in conflict with the Everglades 
Forever Act and increase project costs and time 
frames. 


Best Management Practices in the EAA 

All farms in the EAA are in compliance with 
the regulatory requirements of the Everglades 
Forever Act. Over the last three years the pro- 
gram has resulted in reduction in phosphorus of 
51%. In 1996, the first year all BMPs were 
required to be in place, the program achieved a 
68% overall reduction! This is more than double 
the 25% reduction required by the Act and is 
unprecedented in terms of timing and effective- 
ness. 

Reductions in "phosphorus flowing from the 
EAA to the Everglades began to be observed in 
1994, the year management practices began to 
change. 1996 was the first year all farms had 
installed the facilities required to conform to 
the new management plans. 


Water Quality Improves, 
Water Standards Met 


In general, there has been a significant 
improvement in water quality in the three + 
years since the Everglades Forever Act was 
passed, and this is occurring with only the pro- 
totype STA - the Everglades Nutrient Removal 
project- in operation. The current three-year 
average for phosphorus concentration in EAA 
runoff is 100 ppb. Prior to implementation of 
BMPs, the average concentration was 175 ppb. 

Of special note is the fact that the water qual- 
ity standards established for Everglades 
National Park and the Loxahatchee Wildlife 
Refuge under the federal settlement are being 


, met before the construction of any STAs. 


Phosphorus levels háve been below both the 
interim and the long term standards for the 
Refuge since June 1995! In April 1997, the con- 
centration averaged less than 6 ppb! Likewise, 
phosphorus limits in Shark River Slough in the 
Park have been met since December 1995, with 
an average concentration for the past 12 
months of 8 ppb! 

In short, it seems that Florida has a very suc- 
cessful program underway. The requirements of 
the Everglades Forever Act are being carried 
out; early results exceed all expectations, and 
the standards for: water quality established in 
the federal settlement agreement are being con- 
sistently achieved. One troubling note is that 
water enteririg the Everglades from Lake Okee- 
chobee is now significantly higher in phospho- 
rus than the storm runoff from the EAA. As the 
Lake is used more and more to supply water for 
the needs of the*Everglades it is apparent that 
EAA farms will become less and less a factor in 
the overall phosphorus budget of the system. 

The declining trend in the phosphorus con- 
centration due to agricultural Best Manage- 
ment Practices is evident. For the first time 
ever the three-year average concentration in 
Lake Okeechobee flow to the Everglades has a 
higher concentration than the agricultural 
storm runoff. This will pose a much different 
set of cleanup challenges as Everglades restora- 
tion proceeds.
